V/e talked to Floyd Davis, ovner of the Sportdrome Gun Ranee, at about 
IOjOO PH tonight. Ha livos In the Sun Set Trailer Park at 2825 Ey Way. By Way 
is South of 2800 Block Port Worth Avenue. Hr, Cavls and his vlfe say that they 
couldn't say that they had seen Oswald at the gun range. They said that Ujey 
opened the range on October 16, 1?63, and have been there every day except foP 
three days, A Kr, Harold Price, vho lives on Rice Street in Orand Prairie, 
vorks for Mr. Davis at the range. Price told Davie that Oswald had been out 
to the ranpe on November 9th and 10th, as veil as Sunday, November 17th. 
Price also told Davis that ho had helped him set his scope. Price says that 
Osvsld wouldn't talk to anyone at the range and that he would dioot his rifle 
three or four tires real fast, wait ■ little while, and fire three or four 
more fast shots. Price said that Oswald had not carried his rifle into the 
ran^e throuph the gate, that soir.eone handed it over the fence to hin after 
he got inside. The rifle was wrapped in something and tied with string, 
Davis doesn't know anything about the person who was supposed to have handed 
hin tho gun. 

Price thinks that a white male, who looked like a foreigner 2$0 to 300 
pounds with a "Beatnik" beard was with Oswald when he was at the range. 

A Kan named Mr, Slack, vho works for the Vater Department in the Crban- 
dale Sub Station is sIfo supposed to have seen Oswald at the range on the 
above dates,
